the prohibition of its circulation in the Sudan 
was very wisely decided. We do not wish to 
insinuate that our contemporary is inimical 
to the fusion of the Sudan with Greater 
Egypt, and we are prepared to assert that 
the admission of the paper into that country 
was not refused on such grounds, It is suth- 
cient for us that “Al Minbar,” in common 
with others, adopts an inflammatory tone, 
however unconsciously, which tends to excite 
the native and persuade him that he is being 
treated both unjustly and inhumanly. It is on 
such grounds that we denounce the paper as 
dangerous and, therefore, heartily support the 
Sudan Government in their refusal to admit 
it into the country. We have no desire to 
doubt Mr. Hafiz Awad’s patriotism and sin- 
cerity, but we are of the opinion that his 
organ is not infrequently guilty of harmful 
exaggeration, and at times misrepresentation, 
which is excited by the exuberance inherent 
to the Egyptian. Nationalists claim that the 
time is ripe for the Egyptiaas to govern their 
own country unguided. Apart from other 
considerations the impulsive, passionate nature 
of all classes renders our assent to the appeal 
for self-government impossible. Those who 
have taken upon themselves to assert this 
claim should remember that bitter words and 
violent invective are not the way to obtain it.

Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the papers which have taken up the cry 
of “Nationalism” bring forward no argu. 
ments and merely content themselves with the 
oft-repeated statement of capability. Moreover, 
the most prominentamong these organs cannot 
refrain from indulging in abusive invective 
against England. Whatever their opinions may 
be and whatever faith they may have in their 
governing power, they give evidence of an 
instability of temperament which stamps them 
as men incapable of self-restraint. Take for 
example Mustapha Pasha Kamel, who claims 
to be the leader of the “Nationalist” party and 
violently asserts that the time has come when 
England should leave Egypt to control its own 
affairs. And yet on almost every occasion on 
which he writes he gives vent to a vicious 
animosity. He would put himself forward as a 
characteristic Egyptian patriot and as a proof 
that there are men in Egypt who are capable of 
directing the affairs of state without guidance.

THE TURKISH SUCCESSION. 


The French Press is much exercised on the 
subject of the Turkish succession, and, no 
doubt, the apprehension that the influence of 
Germany might be sufficient to cause a devia- 
tion from the lawful course of inheritance 
counts for something in the flood of comment 
lately appearing in the Paris newspapers, It is 
no secret that Germany, until quite lately, was 
favourable to Prince Burhan el Din, who was 
educated by German tutors and imbued with 
German ideas. But other Powers, and among 
them both England and France, desire to see 
the legitimate heir, Prince Reshad, succeed the 
present Sultan, or, if he should predecease 
Abdul Hamid,the next in the line of succession 
—namely, Prince Yussul Izzeddin 

According to information obtained by the 
“Times” Paris Correspondent, both Germany 
and the Sultan Abdul Hamid have begun to 
realize that the German project has little chance 
of success, Germany, at all events, finds it 
@xpedient to have another string to her bow. 
Sundry indications tend to the conclusion that, 
while putting a good face on this partial check, 
she is now trying to ingratiate herself with the 
party that will be most powerful whenever 
Abdul Hamid disappears. The Arab and Kurd 
clique, now s» influential at Yildiz Kiosk, will 
be superseded by an entirely different element, 
many members of which now live in exile in 
different parts of the Continent. It remains to 
be seen whether this element, of which 
numerous section has hitherto been keenly 
hostile to Germany, will allow itself to be 
converted. It must not be forgotten thut 
Germany disposes of varied means of persua- 
sion, and is so enterprising and so persistent 
in everything she does that the other Powers 
cannot be too vigilant if they do not wish 
to sacrifice their own interests to those of their 
formidable rival in the Near East. It isa wel’: 
authenticated fact that the population of Turkey 
itself is hostile toGerman expansion in that part 
of the world, and that the Baghdad Railway 
would never have been in German hands were 
itnot for the autocratic intervention of Abdul 
Hamid. Fortunately, it will require more 
capital for its completion than Germany can 
afford, and those who might assist her are 
precisely those who are most interested in 
preventing her from becoming the mistress 
of a rail highway from Hamburg to the Persian 
iulf.

RETURNS FOR SEPTEMBER. 


Daring last month the Egyptian imports 
‘showed an increase to the value of L. E 
| 121, 822 over the corresponding month of last 


‘year, whereas the exports showed a decrease 


L.E. 19,966. From January 1 to September 
30 the excess of imports over the corresponding 
period of last year was L.E. 1,741,777 and of 
exports L.E. 764,738. Eogland, of coarse, 
heads the list with both imports and exports, 
the valaes tor September being L.E. 632,459 
and L. E. £02,613, respectively. ‘Turkish im- 
ports smounted L.E 308,797, and France 
follows with LE. 221,019. Austria-Hungary 
imported goods to the value of L.E. 169,995, 
and Garmany comes next with L.E. 124,866. 
Germany's exports, however, present a conai- 
derable advantage over other Continental 
countries, her figares therefor being L. E. 
91,550, while France’s exports only amounted 
to L. E. 71,205 and Austria-Hangary’s to L. E. 
48,595 against L.E. 56,471 in September 
1905. For the three-quarters of the year 
Eogland’s increase in imports is L. BE. 535,683, 
and in exports L. B. 462,738, whereas Ger- 
many’s exports show a decrease of L.E. 163,874 
and her imports an increase of L.E. 32,962. 
The export of cotton and material for textile 
indastries between January | and September 
30 amounted to LE. 10,996,899, being an 
increase of LE. 1,339,246 over the corres- 
ponding period of 195. A deorease of L. E. 
271,026 for cereals and L.B. 335,743 tor sagar 
and agricaltaral prodaca is reported, and 
tobacco exports show a deorease of L. E. 
28,060. England’s increase in the import of 
cigarettes for the month of September amount- 
ed to 2,947 kilos and for the three-qaarters of 
the year 1,411 kilos., the total import being 
63,779 kilos. Germany showed a falling-off of 
15,631 kilos. for September and 338,831 for the 
foil period. France imported an increase of 
1.050 kilos. in September, her total increase 
being 2,851 kilos. and Sweden and Norway 
give the excellent excess over last year ot 1,764 
kilos. for Septembar and 2,566 over the three- 
quarters period. The statistics, however, show 
a falling off in the cigarette trade, the total 
weight exported from Egypt in September 
being 11,027 kilos. inferior to September 1905, 
aod the decrease between January 1 and 
September 30 amounts to 33,831 kilos.

EXAGGERATION IN EUROPE. 


Every year the Riviera, Algeria, and other 
winter resorts fiod that Egypt is becoming a 
more and more serious competitor, aod the 
beauty of the perfect winter weather at 
Assouan and Lnxor are now recognised as far 
more attractive and beneficial than the an- 
trustworthy climate of Continental resorts. 

Consequently this season Egypt's ocm- 
petitors are doing their utmoat to raiee the 
score of ‘Unrest in Bgypt,” hoping to frighten 
away intending visitors to the valley of the 
Nile by brandishing the bogey of Pan- 
Islamism and fanaticism throughout the Karo- 
pean Press. Here for example is a specimen of 
the alarmist reports, the author being the 
Malta correspondent of the “Daily Telegraph:” 

Those Maltese, he says, who have connec- 
tions with Ezypt etate that it is persistently 
reported in the bazaara in the towns on the 

Nile that there is serioas unrest, which may 

become acute at the beginning of next year. 

The ‘ Express” correspondent at Cairo main- 
tains his former assertion that 420 troops are 
kept ander arms at night in readiness in that 
city for instant service. The reason for this 
precaution is kept secret by the military 
authorities. So far 93 is known to Europeans 
an attack by the natives is not threatened. 

The way every ramour of anrest in this 

| country is exaggerated in Earope is remarkable 
when cootrasted with the comparative silence 
about disturbances elsawhere. If such an oot- 
break as occarred a few days ago in Algeria 
took place here it would have been telegraphed 
all over Earope. We extract the incident from 
a “Globe” to hand by the Brindisi mail :— 

“A strange aggression, and one that shows 
the utterly antameable and anreliable disposi- 
tion of the Arab is reported from Algeria. It 
took plaice in the Bouira district, about 93 
miles from Algiers. A patrol of ten military 
police under a lieutenant was patrolling the 
native settlements of the region and at about 
eleven at night reached Bouira, when out of 
the darkness they were assailed by terrible 
cries, and a volley of gunshots and stones, 
besides being attacked with cadgels. The mob 
numbered about a thousand, and six of the 
gendarmes were hart before they had quite 
realised the position. They, however, made 
determined headway, and soon drove off the 
assailants with their revolvers. Owing to the 
darkness, however, the enemy could carry oft 
their fallen, and the police could make no 
arrests. Nothing is koown as to the motives 
for the outbreak.”

EGYPT AND BISMARCK. 


PRINCE HOHENLOHE’S INTERESTING 
REVELATIONS. 


Prince Hohenlohe’s Memoirs, the pablica- 
tion otf which has called forth an angry re- 
monstrance from the Kaiser, contain sqme 
interesting particalars of Prince Bismarck’s at- 
titude towards Egypt. The Memoirs plunge 
into the Werdegang of the Dual Alliance by 
some account of M. Herbette, the new Am- 
bassador in Berlin (1886), who is described as 
thinking that be could represent a rapproche- 
ment between France and Russia as something 
quite harmless from the German point of view. 
Herbette, Prince Hohenlohe learned from 
Biilow, the Prussian Minister at Baden, also 
wanted to get Germany to act with France in 
the Egyptian and other questions against 
England, but Bismarck ‘thoaght that France 
was too uncertain anally to make it worth 
while to quarrel with England. France’s over- 
tares would, therefore, not be summarily re- 
jected, but be treated in a dilatory manner.” 
There had previously been a good deal of talk 
on Bismarck’s part aboct the relations of France 
and Kogland. Oa October 23, 1881, Bismarck 
had said to Prince Hobenlohe at Varzin that 
Germany must wish France every succe3s in 
Africa so that her attention might be drawn 
away from the Rhine. “Solong as France had 
no allies she could not become dangerous for 
us. We should be able to beat her even if she 
had the English on her side.” Again at Varzin, 
on November 7, 1882, Bismarck said that only 
the Monarchy was dargerous in France, that 
Germany could always maintain a benevolent 
attitade towards the Republic, and that she 
could “quietly look on when the English 
and tha French locomotives anywhere came 
into collision.” Oa October 27, 1883, Prince 
Bismarck narrated at Friedrichsroh that 
he had recently bad a visit from Mukhtar 
Pasha, who wanted him to ose his inflaence 
against British encroachments on Tarkey. 
Bismarck declined to interfere, and advised 
Makhtar that “the Turks should apply to 
France about Ezypt.” In Bulgaria they should 
help themselves, and if the English bothered 
them aboot Armenia they should envoyer 
promener the English—a phrase which Prince 
Bismarck then paraphrased into a very coarse 
one. The Tark saw the force of what he said. 
Ono this occasion Bismarck spoke of G'adstone 
as “an orator, bat a stapid fellow.” In August, 
1884, Prince Hehenlohe gives ina short note 
the particulars of the Franco-German rapproche- 
ment under the auspices of Ferry. “In the 
West Atrican question there will be common 
action, as likewise with regard to various 
Egyptian questions, such as the quarantine, 
the Suez Canal, the Liquidation Commission, 
&o.” On November 2, 1884, Prince Hohenlohe 
bad an audience of the old Emperor William, 
who ‘spoke of the good relations with France 
and smiled. He then referred to Englard, and 
lamented the Radical tendencies cf the Govern- 
ment and Chamberlain’s purpose of carrying 
the Reform Bill by creating a batch of Peers. 
This makes him aneasy, and he is afraid that 
the Republican movement may get the apper 
hand in Englaid. What would be the outcome? 
‘We shall have hard work. keeping our places.’ 
It wae, therefore, necessary that at least the 
three Empires should unite to defend the 
principle of monarchy. That was the cause of 
the meeting which had taken place at Skiérnie- 
wice. Prince William (the present Emperor, 
who had gone on a mission of State to St. 
Petersburg in the previous May) had exercised 
a very good influence upon the Emperor of 
Rossia. He himself and Bismarck had given 
the Prince instractions to advocate the anion 
of the threa Imperial Powers, and the Prince 
had done it very well.” The old Kaiser entrast- 
ed Prince Hohenlohe with greetings to Ferry, 
of whom he had a high opinion. “I was to say 
that we did not desire a quarrel between 
England and Franse. Just let Gladstone go on. 
It is good for as, not fur England.”

THB ITALIANS IN EGYPT. 


A very interesting work bas jast been com- 
pleted by Professor L. A. Balboni, of Alexandria, 
entitled “Gl’Italiani nella Civilt&é Egiziana del 
Secolo XIX,” (Penasson, publishers). Italy bas 
bad considerable influence in Egypt since the 
fourteenth century, when Venice became the 
great go between for the trade of the Near 
East with Europe, and the Italian langoage is 
atill more generally spoken in Egypt than any 
other European tongae. Professor Balboni 
confines his labours to telling of the work of 
Italy in Egypt doring the nineteenth century, 
and his labours have been so thorongh that he 
has been able tocompile a three-volame work 
of over fifteen hundred pages. He begins with 
the French expedition to Egypt, and takes his 
readers through the history of the country 
until the most recent times inthe first and 
second volume. The concluding part of the 
work is devoted toa review of the present 
conditions of the Italian colony, their schools, 
institutions, commerce, journals, etc., and ends 
with an essay on the decline of the use of the 
Italian language in this country. The amount 
of erudition displayed in the work is enormous, 
and a great many of the facts connected with 
the work of the Italians here are not to be 
obtained in any other work that we know of. 
The book is well printed andhas evidently ' 
been most scrupulously compiled; it will be 
of great use to everyone who wishes to become 
acqaainted with the growth of Evropean 
infloence in the valley of the Nile. We heartily 
congratulate Professor Balboni on his magnum 
opus, and the Italian colony in Egypt should 
be proad of possessing such an accomplished 

and erudite historian.

DEATH OF GENERAL SIR WILLIAM 
GALBRAITH. 
Lonpon, October 17. 
Major-General Sir William Galbraith, K.C.B., 
is dead. ( Reuter ) 


Major-General Sir William Galbraith, who 
was oreated a Kaight Commander of the Bath 
in 1897 in recognition of his excellent services 
in Indis, was born in 1837, and was the son of 
the Rev. John Galbraith, Rector of Tuam. 
He received his commission in the 85th King’s 
Light Infantry in 1855, reached his captaincy 
ten years later, and in 1877 was promoted to 
the rank of major. Two years later he was 
made lieatenant-colonel, in 1883 he became 
colonel, and ten years after that he was 
promoted. to the rank of major-general. 

During the Afzhan war he served as 
assistant adjatant general and earned the 
medal with two clasps, and he took a pro- 
minent part in the Hagara expedition of 18£8. 
He commanded the troops at the action of 
Kotkai, in connection with which he was 
mentioned in the despatches and received the 
medal with clasp. From 1882 to 1886 he was 
assistant adjatant and quarterafaster genersl 
in Ireland and was then sent to India, where 
he commanded the second class district for 
four years. From 1890 to 1895 he was adjatant 
general in India, and afterwards commanded 
the Q.etta district for four years. Oa the 
expiration of this command he retired from 
active service in 1899. In 1896 he married a 
daughter of Lieatenant-General A. @. Hand- 
cook, C.B., 1.8.C., whom he leaves a widow 
with two sons.

EGYPTOLOGICAL NOTES. 

M. Maspero has published a report on his 
recent work of excavation and restoration in 
Egypt. 

An interesting discovery has been made at 
Karnak by M. Legrain, whose name is well- 
known in the Egyptological world. It consists 
of a postern gate with a row of cypocephali, 
whose presence is easily accounted for, as with 
the ancient Egyptians the ape was always 
represented asa worshipper of the rising sun. 

M. Barsanti intends restoring the Temple of 
Gournah at Thebes, before completing similar 
work on the ruins at Edfoa (the Apollinopolis 
Magna of the Greeks, famous alike for its tem- 
ples and the antagonism of its antique inhabi- 
tants to the adoration of the crocodile.) 

Stele have been laid bare in the course of 
excavations at Sakkara, by M. Quibell, and at 
Toukh and G.rmons, Mr. Edgar has dog up 
the remainder of the treasure of gold-ornaments 
found last year. ; 

Far greater imp rtance, however, attaches 
to a veritable treasure trove at Kom Schgaon, 
which has been onder M. Maspero’s eye for 
several years. Here fifty rolls of beaatifal 
manuscript, some more than four metres long, 
were found. ; 

Among these, M. Lefebre has identified title 
deeds, a will and codicil in Greek, and an 
unknown comedy of Mevander, of which there 
are 1,200 verses. We are glad to learn that M. 
Lefebre intends to publish these verses shortly. 
These fragments will enable os to study 
Menander more directly than by the interpre- 
tation of his Latin imitators,

MONEY AND SHARE MARKET. 


(FRoM ovr Finanviat CorRESPONDENT.) 


London, Ootober 12. 


The Money Market. 

In our last article we referred to Egypt as 
the unknown factor in the money situation, 
and we forecasted that before this year’s cotton 
crop could be moved farther considerable quan- 
tities of gold would be required in Egypt. That 
forecast is proving correct. During the week 
£2,0C0,000 have left the Bank for abroad, the 
balk of which, say £1,600,000, has gone to 
Egypt, and £200,000 to Constantinople. As 
the cotton crop, we understand, promises to be 
a bumper both as regards qnantity and quality, 
there is every probability that still farther 
quantities of gold will be reqaired for Egypt. 
The more general opinion here seems to be that 
a farther £2,000,000 will be required for your 
market before all the demands are satisfied. 
Ono the other hand, a tew of the older and 
conservative members of the money market 
seem to think that this amount is rather 
overstated than otherwise. 

The articles on the money famine in Egypt 
contained in yoar issues of the 4th and 5th 
inst. have been read with much interest in this 
market, and have had a distinctly good effect 
as showing the ability ot the Egyptian Govern- 
ment to come to the rescue in cases of need. 

It is perfectly trae that the Egyptian 
demand has this year been rather heavy, but a 
comparison of this season’s demands with 
those of the past five years shows that it is 
hardly correct to describe this, as it has been 
by writers here, as ‘very abiormal,” in view of 
the increased size of the crop, dne in a measure 
to the improvement of inigation, and the 
consequently larger area under cotton caltiva- 
tion. 

For the convenience of our readers we tabu-

It is obvious that with the marvellous pros- 
perity which has followed the entry of Great 
Britain into Egypt larger gold demands are 
inevitable as the natural resalt of such pros- 
perity, and this year an important factor in the 
sitaation has been the high price of cotton and 
the heavy specalation in that commodity. 

The heavy withdrawals this week and the 
increase of the Berlin Bank rate from 5 per 
cent. to 6 per cent. compe'led the Directors of 
the Bank of England at their meeting yester- 
day to take the unasaal bat perfectly jastifi- 
able coarse of putting the rate ap a fall point 
to 5 per cent., a rate wa have not seen since 
1901. Itis confident'y expested that this will 
speedily prove effective in restoring the market 
to a normal condition. At the same time one 
cannot help feeling we are ranning on very 
short commons, and if the demand for Egypt 
continues to the extent atove-mentivned, to 
which mnst be added the great probability of 
increased requirements owing to the flourish- 
ing condition of trade not only in this country 
bat throaghout the world, we may be getting 
very near the lines of a 6 per cent. rate before 
the Bank re erve can be brought back toa 
normal state. 

The Stock Exchange view of the 5 per cent. 
rate seems to be one of relief, and they conse- 
qaently look for better prices in their markets 
in the near fature, bat as there is no chance of 
cheaper money, at all events, for the rest of 
this year, our opinion is that the higher rate 
of interest mast affect gilt elged secarities for 
gome time to come. 

The Bank of the Netherlands yesterday 
raised its rate of discoant from 4} per cent. to 
5 per cent. and the Bank of Norway has to day 
increase} its rate from 5 percent. to 54 per 
cent. 

The Bank return this week shows that, 
making allowance for a contraction of £394,000 
in the circulation, the Reserve has dropped 
£2,112,000, bringing the total down to 
£18,299,00%. ‘I'he proportion to liabilities is 3 
per cent. lower at 35.45 per cent. 


The Stock Markets. , 

The very cheerfal tone which the stock 
mirkets have maintained this week ander 
conditions which afew weaks ago woald have 
caused them to touch the lowest point of de- 
pression has been viewed with satisfaction by 
members of the Stock Exchange, who not an- 
reasonably argue that it markets can maintain 
such cheerfulness in the face of very adverse 
circumstances, a substantisl revival may be 
expected when conditions are more favourable. 

That ¢rcamstances this week have bean 
against anything in the shape of active business 
will be obvious when it is pointed out that not 
only bas anxiety regarding money diffi salties 
been’very marked, owing to heavy withdrawals 
from the Bank, the iucrease of the Berlin Bank 
rate, and, for the greater part cf the week, 
anticipations of a sabstantial increase in the 
rate here, bat members have also been busily 
occupie| in arranging the settlement. Never- 
thelese, in spite of all, markets have per- 
aiatently refosed to be adverse'y influenced, 
and althoogh the amount of business done has 
natarally been limited, a fair qnantity of 
‘,.vestment orders have been dealt with. 

The poesibility of a five per cent. Pank rate 
had been discounted to the fa'last possible 
extent, so that the effect of the announcema t 
upon markets was practically nil. Consols 
showed a slight easing-off, bat in ths main the 
changes were q vite insignificant.

With reference to the conversion 
of some of the Japanese issues, to which we 
have previously referred, Mr. K. Takahashi, 
the Japanese Financial Commissioner, who has 
now arrived in England, stated the other day 
in an interview that tho Japanese Government 
now proposed to iseu3 a farther £25,000,CCO0 for 
the conversion of the six per cent. foreign loans, 
bat it was impossible to say when this would 
be made. So far as he could see the present 
moment was not a favourable one for the 
operation.
